Communist commissaries, no longer 
required at the front, are being de- 
tached from their regiments and sent 
to stimulate production endeavor in 
industries and_ railroads. . All the 
brains at the disposal of the Bol- 
sheviki —-a — wholly inadequate 
amount, as they admit themselves— 
are being concentrated on economic 
rehabilitation. But because of do- 
mestic shortage of brains, that is. of 
executive and technical minds, the 
process is faced with obstacles which 
may prove insurmountable, in the 
view of competent observers, unless 
the shortage can be overcome by im- 
portation. 

Meanwhile a far larger measure of 
authority is being given those Rus- 
sian technicians who are willing to 
accept Soviet employ without going 
in for sabotage. The principle of 
administration by committee is giv- 
ing place to a system of one-man 
direction and responsibility, with a 
committee to serve rather as a board 
of directors than executive. Even now 
the Council of People’s Commissariés 
is trying to find two men capable of 
filing the job of Commander in 
Chief and food controller.

Not Acceptable to America. 
President Wilson's note of 
Jan. 19, in protest to these ar- 
rangements, asked whether it 


‘was “the intention of the Brit- 


ish and French Governments in 
the future to dispose of the va- 
rious questions pending in Eu- 
rope and to communicate the 
results to the Government of the 
United States,’ adding that 
Clemenceau and Lloyd George 
must realize there were features 
in the proposed Fiume § settle- 
,ent which could not be accept- 
able to this Government. 

Lloyd George and Clemenceau, 
replying under date of Jan. 23, 
disclaimed any intention of 
making a i definite ‘settlement 
without the views of the United 
States, but had taken it up at 
the point at which it was left 
when Undersecretary Polk re- 
turned to Washington. They re- 
plied they felt “‘practically every 
important point of the joint 
memorandum of Dec. 9 re- 
mained untouched” and added 
that “only two features under- 
go alterations and both these are 
to the advantage of Jugo- 
Slavia.” 

The British and. French Pre- 
miers argued that the disappear- 
ance of the free state of Fiume 
would reunite 200,000 Jugo- 
Slavs with their fatherland and 
that the Albanian settlement 
was such as to afford satisfac- 
tion “to the necessary require- 
ments to all parties concerned.” 
They characterized as a fair set- 
tlentent of “a difficult and dan- 
gerous question” and “that in 
the event of it not being § ac- 
cepted they will be driven to 
support the enforcement of the 
treaty of London, which is sat- 
isfactory to nobody.”’ 

Both Premiers disclaimed any 
intent to show the slightest dis- 
courtesy to the United States, or 
that they wished “to concea! 
their action in any way.” As 
President Wilson was not at the 
conference, they said, they 
thought the best plan to proceed 
with the negotiations and com- 
municate the results to the 
United States. 


Cannot Agree With View. 

President Wilson’s reply of 
Feb. 10 said he could not “be- 
lieve that a solution containing 
provisions which already had re- 
ceived the well-merited condem- 
nation of the French and British 
Governments (referring to the 
settlement of Dec. 9) can in any 
sense be regarded as right.’ He 
could not agree that the memo- 
randum of Jan. 14 left un- 
touched practically every impor- 
tant point, as argued by the 
British and French Premiers, 
and declared his opinion that 
the original proposal had been 
“profoundly altered to the ad- 
vantage of improper Italian ob- 
jectives, to the serious injury of 
the Jugo-Slav people and to the 
peril of the world peace.” 
fact that Italy rejected the pro- 
posal of Dec. 9 and accepted 
that of Jan. 14, the President 
thought, was proof that Italy 
would receive “very positive ad- 
vantages.” 

President Wilson pointed out 
that while the British and 
French Governments in the 
agreement of Dec. 9 concurred 


in the view that a corridor for | 


Fiume ran “counter to every 
consideration of geography, eco- 
nomics and territorial conven- 
jence,”’ they agreed to it by mem- 
Oorandum of Jan. 14, and that 
whereas Italy’s demand for the 
annexation of all Istria had been 
rejected in the former agree- 
ment ‘fon the solid ground that 
neither strategic nor economic 
considerations could justify such 
annexation,’ the agreement of 
Jan. 14 provided for “this unjust 
and inexpedient annexation of 
all Istria.’ 


President Wilson said that 
whereas the agreement of Dec. 
9 excluded every form of Italian 
sovereignty over Fiume, he 
could not “avoid the conclusion” 
that the agreement of Jan. 14 
“opens the way for Italian con- 
trol of Fiume’s foreign affairs." 
The President said he felt the 
original agreement gave proper 
protection to the railway con- 
necting Fiume with the interior, 
but that the agreement of Jan. 
14 established Italy “in dominat- 
ing military positions close to 
the railways at a number of crit- 
ical pointe. “The new agree- 
ment,” his notes said, “parti- 
tions the Albanian people among 
three different alient Powers,” 
while the original agreement 
preserved its unity “in large 
measure.”’ 

* Change Whole Settlement. 

All these provisions, said the 
President's note, “negotiated

» 
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Unabridged Text of the United States’ 
Latest Note to the Allied Premiers 


President Wilson's final note of Feb. 24 to the Allied Premiers follows in 


full: 


The joint memorandum of 
Feb. 17 of the Prime Ministers 
of France and Great Britain has 
received the careful and earnes* 
consideration of the President, 
He has no desire whatever to 
criticise the attitude of the gov- 
ernments of France and Great 
Britain concerning the Adriatic 
settlement, but feels that in the 
present circumstances he has no 
choice but to maintain the posi- 
tion he has all along taken as 
regards, that settlement. 

He believes it to be the central 
principle fought for in the war 
that no Government or group of 
governments has the right to 
dispose of the territory or to de- 
termine the political allegiance 
of any free people. The five 
great Powers, though the Gov- 
ernment of the United States 
constitutes one of them, have in 
his conviction no more right 
than had the Austrian Govern- 
ment to dispose of the free Jugo- 
Slavic peoples without the free 
consent and co-operation of 
those peoples. 

The President's position is that 
the Powers associated against 
Germany gave final and irrefut- 
able proof of their sincerity in 
the war by writing into the 
treaty of Versailles Article X of 
the covenant of the league of 
nations, which constitutes an as- 
surance that all the great Pow- 
ers have done what they have 
compelled Germany to do—-have 
foregone al]} territorial aggres- 
sion and all interference with 
the free political self-determina- 
tion of the peoples of the world. 

With this principle lived up to, 
permanent peace is secured and 
the supreme object of the recent 
conflict has been achieved. Jus- 
tice and self-determination have 
been substituted for aggression 
and political dictation. Without 
it, there is no security for any 
nation that conscientiously ad- 
heres to a non-militaristic policy. 
Free From Cloud of Anvxiety. 

The object of the war, as the 
Government of the United States 
understands it, was to free Eu- 
rope from that cloud of anxiety 
which had hung over it for gen- 
erations because of the constant 
threat of the use of the military 
force by one of the most pow- 
erful Governments of the conti- 
nent, and the President feels it 
important to say again that in 
the opinion of the American 
Government the terms of the 
peace settlement must continue 
to be formulated upon the ba- 
sis of the principles for which 
America entered the war. 

It is in a spirit of co-opera- 
tion, therefore, and a desire for 
mutual understanding that the 
President reviews the various 
considerations which the French 
and British Prime Miri« rg 
have emphasized in their memo- 
randum of Feb. 17. He is confi- 
dent that they will not mistake 
his motives in undertaking to 
make plain what he feels to be 
the necessary conclusions from 
their statements. 

The President notes that the 
objections of the Italians and 
Jugo-Slavs were made the ba- 
sis for discarding the project of 
the free state of Fiurne. It 
would seem to follow, therefore, 
that the joint consent of these 
two Powers should have been re- 
quired for the substitute project. 
The consent of Italy has been 
obtained. He does not find, 
however, that the Jugo-Slavs 
have also expressed a willingness 
to accept the substitute plan. 

Are they to be required now 
to accept a proposal which is 
more unsatisfactory because 
they have raised objections to 
the solution proposed by the 
British, French and American 
Governments in the memoran- 
dum of Dec. 9? The President 
would, of course, make no objec- 
tion to a settlement mutually 
agreeable to Italy and Jugo- 
Slavia regarding their common 
frontier in the Fiume region, 
provided that such an agreement 
is not made on the basis of com- 
pensations elsewhere at the ex- 
pense of nationals of a third 
Power. 

By Self-Determination. 

His willingness to accept such 
proposed joint agreement of 
Italy and Jugo-Slavia is based on 
the fact that only their own na- 
tionals are involved. In conse- 
quence, the results of direct ne- 
gotiations of the two interested 
Powers would fall within the 
scope of the principle of self- 
determination. Failing in this, 
both parties should be willing 
to accept a decision of the Gov- 
ernments of Great Britain, 
France and the United States. 

The British and French Gov- 
eruments appear to find in the 
President's suggestion that latest 
proposals would pave the way 
for the annexation of the city of 
Fiume, an implication that the 
guarantee of the league of na- 
tions is worthless and that the 
Italian Government does not in- 
tend to abide by a treaty into 
which it has entered. The Pres- 
ident cannot but regard this im- 
plication as without basis and 
as contrary to his thought. 

In his view the proposal to 
connect Fiume with Italy by a 
narrow strip of coast territory is 
quite impracticable. As he has 
already said, it involves extraor- 
dinary complexities in customs 
control, coast guard services and 
other related matters, and he is 
unable to detach himself from 
the previous views of the Brit- 
ish and French Governments, as 
expressed jointly with the Amer- 
ican Government in the memé 
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randum of Dec. 9, that “the 
plan appears to run counter to 
every consideration of ge0og- 
raphy, economics ang territorial 
convenience.”’ 

He further believes that to 
have Italian territory join Fiume 
would be to invite strife out of 
which annexation might issue. 
Therefore, in undertaking to 
shape the solution so as to pre- 
vent this he is acting on the 
principle that each pert of the 
final settlement should be based 
upon the essential justice of that 
particular case. 

This was one of the principles 
adopted by the allied and asso- 
ciated Powers as a basis for 
treaty making. To it has been 
added the provisions of the 
league of.nations, but it has 
never been the policy of either 
this Government or its associates 
to invoke the league of nations 
as a guarantee that a bad gset- 
tlement shall not become worse. 
The sum of such actions would 
of necessity destroy faith in the 
league and eventually the league 
itself. 

Opposed to Injury to Pcople. 

The President notes with sat- 
isfaction that the Governments 
of Great Britain and France will 
not lose sight of the future in- 
terests and well-being of the A]- 
banian peoples. The American 
Government understands that 
the threefold division of Albania 
in the British-French agreement 
might be most acceptable to the 
Jugo-Slav Government, but it is 
just as vigorously opposed to in- 
juring the Albanian people for 
the benefit of Italy. 

It believes that the differences 
between the Christian and Mo- 
hammedan populations will be 
increased by putting the two 
sections under the contro) of na- 
tions of unlike language, govern- 
ment and economic strength. 
Moreover, one part would be ad- 
ministered by the Italian Gov- 
ernment, which is represented 
on the council of the league, the 
other part by the Jugo-Slav Gov- 
ernment, which has no such rep- 
resentation. Therefore, to alter 
or withdraw the mandate at 
some future time would be well- 
nigh impossible. 

Regarding the treaty of Lon- 
don, the French and _ British 
Prime Ministers will appreciate 
that the American Government 
must hesitate to speak with a@as- 
surance, since it is a matter in 
which the French and British 
Governments can alone judge 
their obligations and determine 
their policies. But the Presi- 
dent feels that it is not improper 
to recall a few of the arguments 
which have already been ad- 
vanced against this treaty— 
namely, the dissolution of Aus- 
tria-Hungary, the secret char- 
acter of the treaty, and its op- 
position to the rrinciples unani- 
mously accepted as the basis for 
making peace. 

In addition he desires to sub- 
mit certain further considera- 
tions. In the northern Itallan 
frontiers agreements have al- 
ready been reached which de- 
part from the treaty of London 
line and which were made with 
the understanding that negotia- 
tions were proceeding on quite a 
new basis. It has been no secret 
that the parties to the treaty did 
not themselves now desire it and 
that they have thus far refrained 
from putting its provisions into 
effect. In mutually disregarding 
their secret treaty commitments 
the parties to the treaty have 
recognized the change in circum- 
stances that has taken place in 
the interval between the signing 
of the secret treaty and its pro- 
posed execution at the present 
time. 

Upset by Late Application. 

For nearly eight months dis- 
cussion of the Adriatic problem 
has proceeded on the assumption 
that a better basis for an under- 
standing could be found than 
those provided by the treaty «f 
London. The greater, part of the 
resulting proposals have already 
received Italy’s assent. These 
proposals in some cases affected 
territory beyond the treaty of 
London line as in the Travis and 
Sexton Valleys; in others, the 
territory fell short of the treaty 
of London iine, as in the case of 
the islands of Lussin, Uni, Lissa 
and Pelagosa—-to mention only a 
few of many proposals upon 
which tentative agreements have 
long been reached and which 
would be upset by an application 
of the treaty of this late day. 

The coupling of the treaty of 
London as an obligatory alter- 
native to the Adriatic settlement 
proposed on Jan. 14 came as a 
surprise to the American Gov- 
ernment, because this Govern- 
ment had already, by the agree- 
ment of Dec. 9, entered into a 
distinct understanding with the 
British and French governments 
regarding the basis of a settle- 
ment of the question. 

By their action of Jan. 14, the 
Government of the United States 
was confronted with a definitive 
Solution, to which was added on 
Jan. 20 a threat to fall pack 
upon the terms of the treaty of 
London. This course was fol- 
lowed without any attempt to 
seek the views of this Govern- 
ment or to provide such oppor- 
tunity of discussion as was easily 
arranged in many other matters 
dealt with In the same period. 

The President notes that the 
memorandum of Feb. 17 refers 
to the difficulty of reconciling 
ethnographic with other consid- 
erations in making territoria! 


“adjustments, and cites the tnctu- 


sion of three million Germans in 
Czecho-Slovakia and more than 
three million Ruthenes in Po- 
land as examples of necessary 
modifications of ethnographic 
frontiers. 


He feels compelled to observe 
that this is a line of reasoning 
which the Italian representatives 


¢ 
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have advanced during the course 
of negotiations, but which the 
British and French have hither- 
to found themselves unable to 
accept. There were cases where 
for sufficient geographical and 
economic reasons slight deflec- 
tions of the ethnographical 
frontiers were sanctioned by the 
conference, and the American 
Government believes that if 
Italy would consent to apply the 
same principles in Istria and 
Dalmatia, the Adriatic question 
would not exist. 

The American Government 
heartily subscribes to the senti- 
ments expressed by the Govern- 
ments of Great Britain and 
France regarding Italy’s partic- 


ipation in the war. It fully ap- 
preciates the vital consequences 
of her participation and is pro- 
foundly grateful for her heroic 
sacrifices. These sentiments 
have been repeatedly expressed 
by the American Government. 

But such considerations can- 
not be made the reason for un- 
just settlements which will be 
provocative of future wars. A 
course thus determined would be 
short-sighted and not in accord 
with the terrible sacrifices of the 
entire world, which can be just- 
ified and ennobled only by lead- 
ing finally to settlements In keep- 
ing with the principles for which 
the war was fought.

“Italy’s unjust demands,” said 
the President's note, “had been 
condemned by the French and 
British Governments in terms no 
less severe than those employed 
by the American Government 
* * * while there is thus 
substantial agreement as to the 
injustice and inexpedience of 


- Italy’s claims, there is a differ- 


ence of opinion as to how firmly 
Italy’s friends should resist her 
importunate demands for alien 
territories to which she can pre- 
sent no valid title. : 


Cannot Sacrifice Principles. 


The American Government, 
the President’s note said, “feels 
that it cannot sacrifice the prin- 
ciples for which it entered the 
war to gratify the improper am- 
bitious of one of its associates, 
or to purchase a temporary ap- 
pearance of calm in the Adriatic 
at the price of a future world 
conflagration. It is unwilling to 
recognize either an unjust settle- 
ment based on a secret treaty, 
the terms of which are incon- 
sistent with the new world con-! 
ditions, or an unjust settlement 
arrived at by employing that 
secret treaty as an instrument 
of coercion. * * * The Adri- 
atic issue as it now presents it- 
self, raises the fundamental 
question as to whether the Amer- 
ican Government can on any 
terms co-operate with its Euro- 
pean assistants in the great work 
of maintaining the peace of the 
world by removing the primary 
causes of war.* * * If sub- 
stantial agreement on what is 
just and reasonable is not to de- 
termine international igsues: if 
the country possessing the most 
endurance in pressing its de- 
mands rather than the country 
armed with a just cause, is to 
gain the support of the Powers: 
if forcible seizure of coveted 
areas is to be permitted and 
condoned and is to receive ulti- 
mate justication by creating a 
situation so difficult that decision 
favorable to the aggressor is 
deemed a practical necessity: if 
deliberately incited ambition is, 
under the name of natidnal sen- 
timent to be rewarded at the 
expense of the small and weak: 
if, in a word, the old order of 
things which brovght so many 
evils on the world is still to pre- 
vail, then the time is not. vet 
come when this Government can 
entertain a concert of Powers 
the very existence of which 
must depend upon a new spirit 
and a new order.” 


Must Consider Withdrawal. 

The President wound up his 
note by saying that if the maxi- 
mum concessions made in the 
memorandum of Dec. 9 could 
not be accepted, “‘the President 
desires to say that he must take 
under serious consideration the 
withdrawal of the treaty with 
Germany and the agreement be- 
tween the United States and 
France (the Franco-American 
Alliance), which are now before 
the Senate and permitting the 
terms of the European settle- 
ment to be independently estab- 
lished and enforced by the as- 
sociated Governments. 


Millerand, who succeeded 
Clemenceau. as Premier of 
France, and Lloyd George re- 
plied under date of Feb. 17, 
saying there was “no foundation 
for the assumption that the new 
settlement involves a capitula- 
tion of the Italian point of view 
as opposed to the Jugo-Slavs.” 
They summed up President Wil- 
son's criticisms of the new 
agreement under four points: 
That it ceded Italy the corridor, 
that the corridor with Fiume 
as a free city paved the way for 
annexation to Italy, that the 
modification of the Jugo-Slav- 
Italian frontier was detrimental] 
to Jugo-Slavia and that {it pro- 
vided for thé partition of Al-

“The practical application of the 
law as heretofore enforced is an un- 
just discrimination against women. 
|It is hypocrisy to permit the law to 

remain upon the statute books. As 
jlong as the law is there it must be 
impartially administered without sex 
discrimination.”

Director-General Declares He 
Will Be Surprised if Trial 
Does Not Show River 
Transportation Justified. 


Statement Asserts Develop- 


ment Is Only Begun and 
Urges That Thorough- 


going Experiment’§ Be 
Made.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—Walker 
D. Hines, Director-General of Rail-| 
roads, in a statement issued today, | 
declared unqualifiedly for further de- | 
velopment of the inland waterways 
and predicted ‘‘complete economic 
justification fcr these methods of 
transportation.” Hines said he would 
be “surprised and disappointed” if a 
thorough test, which he urged should 
be made “in the public interest,” did 
:ot show this result. 

The ‘statement of the Director- 
General, which accompanied the an- 
nual report for 1919 of G. A. Tom- 
linson, Director of the Division of, 
Inland Waterways of the Railroad 
Administration, was as follows: 

“In making public the report of 
the Division of Inland Waterways I! 
wish to emphasize that the results 
of operation on these waterways have 
all been during a period of merely 
partia] initial development and hence 
the results cannot. be taken as In- 
dicating what can reasonably be ex- 
pected from these operations when 
the proposed facilities shall have 
been completely provided and a re%- | 


sonable period of development shall! fg use. 


paver

Waterway Development Indicated. 

“The Federal contro] act clearly 
indicated the policy of Congress that 
during the period of Federal con- 
trol of the railroads the development 
of actual] operations upon inland wa- 
terways should be begun. This was 
a perfectly natural policy in view 
of the great expenditures which have 
been made in the past for the im- 
provement of these waterways. in 
order to carry out this policy it was 
essential to make a beginning with 
the inadequate facilities available. 
The scarcity of material during the 
war greatly retarded the obtaining 
of the necessary new equipment and 
the result has been that during the 
entire period of Federal! control these 
operations on the waterways have 
necessarily been conducted without

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 27.—Chicago’s 


first aldermanic election, held Tues- 
day, under the so-called nonpartisan 
law, resulted in practically no change 


in the membership of the City Coun- 
cil. Every Alderman who sought re- 
election under the new 
either elected or nominated as one of 
two men to run in a final election to 
be held in April. 

Under the terms of the new law for 
city elections, party columns are 
abolished and candidates for Alder- 
/men are put on the ballot by peti- 
tion. The names are rotated by pre- 
cincts so that each candidate gets 
approximately the same average po- 
sition on the ballot. If any candi- 
date for Alderman gets a majority 
of all the votes cast for Alderman of 
the ward he is elected. If no candi- 
date in the ward gets such a majori- 
ty, the two highest men must run 
again, at a supplementary election 
April 6. 

Tuesday’s election was final in 26 
of the 35 wards. In 25 wards the 
/'man who got the majority vote was 
the present sitting Alderman of the 
ward whose term expires this spring. 
In the other ward where a final elec- 
tion resulted the sitting Alderman 
was not a candidate.

If the President had followed this coursé in the 
peace conference on all points in which the treaty 
departed from the principles for which the war was 
fought and his 14 points, we believe that the whole 
peace situation would be far better than it is at
